2* The Party believed that a large number of U. S. Federal agents were in 
Bogota acting as bodyguards for General Georgs Marshall and the other 
American delegates* Those agents were believed to be journalists or aides 
to members of the tJ* S* delegation* Jorge Regueros Peralta was assigned 
personally to surveH these agents, since, as Director of the Communist 
weekly Yanguardla * he was to be in daily contact with the press represen-* 
tativesT When he had determined who the- agents might bo, he was to denounce 
them in Vanguard^ * if it was decided tot be advantageous to the Party* 
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
